Most perilous cut tho lengths, and 
then, laying tbo bredthfi iu their proper 
places on the floor, proceed fo drive vast 
number of tacks up nnd down the edges.

keeping tlio covering very lightly on the 
floor, but it injure.4 the boards, nud ruins 
Ili9 matting. 
Evury tack breaks one straw,
